HARMFUL TO CROPS 


GOPHERS, WOODCHUCKS, SPAR- 


ROWS AND HAWKS KILLED. 


La Grange Yearly Function Participated 


in by Men and Boys of Surrounding 
Country—Hunt Continues for Two 
Weeks and Side Scoring—Least 
Provides a. Banquet. 


All have read of the great hunts in 


Australia, but few know about the ani- 
mal hunt at La Grange, a small town 
not far distant from Whitewater, Palmy- 
ra and Elkhorn. 
The first of these 


hunts wasSorganized about five years 
ago and there has been' one 
each yeai 


since. 


The cause of its organization was the 


rapid growth of those animals and birds 
which are so harmful to the farmer's 
crops, as for instance the woodchuck 
gopher, crow, hawk, sparrows, etc. 


Each year about the middle of May 


the men meet at their popular "meeting 
places, C. H. Nott's general store at La 
Grange and elect two captains. 
These 


two captains choose sides, selecting all 
the men and boys who can handle a gun, 
a snare or a waterpnil, (in cnse of 
gophers'.) These men and boys then 
proceed to hunt and for two weeks the 
hunt goes on. 


At the end of the time a .committee 


appointed 
counts the 
trophies and 


awards the decision to the side having 
the most points. In counting for these 
points different animals score 
different 


amounts. 
A hawk counts 50; a wood- 


chuck 40, a sparrow 10, and so on. 
There were scored in this year's hunt 
65,000. 


There is also a social side to this affair. 


At the end of tbe hunt, the losing side 
has io furnish the winning side with a 
supper. All outside of the hunters are 
charged a small sum. 
At this year's 


supper over 400 were fed, and a great 
many were turned away because thev 
aid not wish to wait for their turn. 


The result of this hunt 
figured 
in 


hawks, or ow,!s, would be 1,300 killed; 
in pophers. rate, or sparrows. 6,500. 
. The territory covered in this hunt is 
that immediately about the Lauderdale 
lakes, and so the country ia especially 
adapted to this sort of thing. 


One hunter shot a large hawk and 


then climbed up to the nest to get the 
little ones. He found there ten gophers, 
consequently some think that when a 
hawk is killed a public benefactor is 
killed.

"The first time I ever met Stephen 


Crane." said one of his friends at 
Washington recently to the New York 
I'ost correspondent, "was when. Gener- 
al. Wailo, chn.iri.nan of the American 
evacuation' commission in Havana, re- 
ceived a London cablegram 1'or him 
and asked me to carry the news to him. 
I told Crane ia a cafe. 
He thanked 


me, and tlie message passed out of his 
iniud. 
The next day General V/hde 


told me he had another cablegram 
from the same source, inquiring wheth- 
er the Orst had boon delivered; ho re- 
quested me to tell Crane to call at the 
offices of the commission and get the 
second cue. I delivered the message 
at the same place. Crane said: 
" 'Say, didn't you tell me something 


about a cablegram yesterday?' 'Yes, I 
told you about cue. and this second is 
an inquiry as to whether the first was 
delivered.' 
'I sue—using the govern- 


ment to find IUH. Anyway, I'm much 
obliged.' And again he forgot all about 
it, or, at least, he never paid any at- 
tention to either of my notices. Some 
time later I told him that the message 
•was still iu Wade's hands. 
'Oh, it's 


some tradesman to whom 1 owe a bill. 
I -suppose,' he commented carelessly. 
As a matter of fact, the cablegrams 
were from his wife, who was being put 
out of her house iu London because he 
sent her no money with which to pay 
her rent. 


"I have heard many-army officers 


say he was tbe bravest man they ever 
saw. 
He never thought of danger. 


- Death to him was nothing more than 
the next breath or the next breakfast 
or the next sleep. 
This was not af- 


fected; it was a distinct quality in the 
fellow. 
To see others suffer tore his 


heart, for he was almost girlish in his 
sympathies, but it apparently did not 
bother him to be hungry himself or to 
be in pain. He was mixed more- or less 
intimately with., tbe Cuban war from 
the start to finish. He knew Jose Mar- 
ti, bad been with Muceo. Gomez, Gar- 
cia, Kabi and the others. 
The whole 


thing to him was never anything more 
than a 'big story.' So far as I could 
note, courage wag the only thing he 
admired. If he cared anything for the 
Cuban cause, ho never showed It, but 
be had a boundless admiration for the 
men who did the real fighting. 


"A strong man could not help feeling 


sorry for Crane. He seemed on thu 
verge of collapse for lack of physical 
force. 
His arms were as tl-iiu as one 


who had been ill for a long time. In a 
dim light his face was handsome to the 
point of being beautiful, but iu the full 
light it bad an ancemic and distressed 
look. 
His habits were atrocious. He 


did nothing regularly. He ate and slept 
when he could no longer do without 
these necessaries of life. 
He would 


remain in the streets and ia tho cafes 
•until his companions were tired out.
